You will also recall that the Director was furnished complete information on this 
matter in a memorandum dated October 30, 1943, under the above caption. The 
Director was also furnished a memorandum on November 6, 1943, containing infor- 
mation relative to the delegation of "liberal groups" which called on Attorney 
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tension and violence existent in various sections of the country, particularly 
at Boston, Massachusetts • A summary of the information on this matter available 
to the Bureau was likewise furnished Attorney General Biddle under date of November 
8. 1943. 


Concerning the incident mentioned by Mr. Winchell that occurred at Melrose 
the Boston Office has advised that several children went into a Jewish cemetery and 
tipped over some tombstones. This incident is stated to have occurred shortly after 
the original complaint of outbreaks in Boston, Massachusetts. Mayor Raymond of 
Melrose got together with a group of citizens who went to the cemetery and replaced 
the tombstones in their original places. According to information available, this 
incident was attributable to juvenile vandalism with no indication of any concerted 
anti-Semitic activities. 


Inquiries concerning the outbreaks in the Boston area have generally re- 
vealed that they were caused by Juvenile delinquences and racial misunderstandings 
and that they were not in any way attributable to any concerted or organized anti- 
Semitic campaign.

In September and October 1943 information was received Indicating that 
certain South American countries might be influenced by Argentina through the Argent:

Argentina in July of 1943. Both individuals were in contact with Argentine military 
officials during their stay In that country. Reports were received indicating that 
trouble would occur in Uruguay, Peru and Chile on New Tear's Eve, however, such repo 
failed to materialize. A rather large group of German individuals reside in Souther 
Brazil, however, no information has been received that would substantiate the allegat 
that they are well armed and no information is available to indicate the presence oi 
"dangerous secret armies" in the various South American countries* The State Departs 
has been fully informed of the information available to the Bureau in these matters.

Mr. Wlnchell stated i "New York. I trust that many of yon read Lifft_ 
Magazine last week. Life turned its spotlight on a so-called Peace 
How Movement. In my column on the stands of New fork City right now 
■.% I offer much more inside stuff about some of its members. This outfit 

yaps about loving peace. Its leader is George W. Hartman, a professor 
at Harvard and at Teachera* College. Mr. Hartman’s peace outfit blames 
America among other things for the killing of children in Europe and 
Asia, but they do not discuss the children murdered by the Sneakaneze 
and the Nazies.

the New York Office by the Anti-Defamation League^HH|^gM^^ many former subversive 
leaders to attempt to infiltrate the Peace Now Movementm|M^|H8tated that it was his 
plan to continue his investigation of the Peace Now Movg^^^^Sa^then "break the story 
through Walter Winch ell and other publicity sources . '|^H|M^&dvlsed that he felt the 
organization was receiving much of its financial suppo^^^rom well-meaning Americans 
an d that If an unfavorable expose it. will cause the organization to die out.

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Xou will recall that Mr. Winchell has mentioned this suit on several 
occasions. The Bureau has been aware of the fact that George Washingto^.Robnett 
filed an affidavit for attachiwnt on September 30, 1943, In the Circuit Court of 
Chicago, allegeding that 1. P.Yputton and Company, Incorporated, and Russell B. 

I Davenport were indebted to hi* Tor $5,000 aidsing out of conspiracy to defame and - 
’ libel hi* »n^ others by maliciously causing "Undercover* to be published concerning 
himself and others. The Director has previous been advised of this matter. In this 
connection it is interesting to note that an article appeared In the Washington Star 
newspaper on January 23, 1943, under the date line of Salt Lake City, January 22, t, 
1944, which stated that John Roy Carlson, author of "Undercover" was served with a 
S ummon s to appear In District Court within twenty days to answer a libel suit filed 
by four Salt Lake City, Utah, residents. According to the newspaper artlde, the 
summons noted that a complaint charging libel, slander and false representation would 
be filed in ten days by J. A.AlfcKnight, JeramiaAstokes, Cliford FranklinJ Allen and 
Ernest^ollings. The article indicated that allpf these individuals were mentioned 
in the book "Undercover". v ‘ 

c. Book "Undercover" ^ 

Hr. Winchell stated: "Washington. I never dreamed that Senator! Wheeler 

would help boost the work of Walter Winchell, but he did just thgt the 
other day. Senator Wheeler inserted an editorial in the Congressional 
Record. That editorial denounced the book "Undercover". The editorial 
said that "Undercover" is five years too late and that it is very old 
news. Well, that T s what Winchell has said all aong. I’ve been exposing 
the very same people for eleven years over the protests and blasts of 
men like Senator Wheeler. Hot all those mentioned in "Undercover" are' 
in jail as the editorial alleges, some are still in Congress.
